The  decision  of  the  B.  C.  Electric

The 
point  we  wish  to  nfike  is  this:  that 
the  closing  ttov^  n  <  l  so- 

ing  to  have  a  very  diiheartemng  ef- 
fect. It  is  going  to  cause  a  deterior- 
ation in  property  values  in  Saanich. 
It  is  Roing  to  militate  against  the 
investment  of  capital  in  thrt  locality. 
It  will  undoubtedly  tend  to  cause  a 
feeling  "f  pessimism  about  the 
future.  These  are  conditions  to  be 
avoided.  The  B.  C.  Electric  Railway 
Company  has  a  very  large  invest- 
ment in  British  Columbia.  It  has 
been  enterprising,  and  there  are  very 
few  instances  where  it^  initiative  hart 
not  been  justified  by  subsequent 
events.  We  believe  tkjat  it  is  only  a 
question  of  a  very  short  time  before 
the  interurban  will  bicome  self-sup 
porting,  provided  thr#^p«ration  pf 
the  traveling  public  is  secured,  as  it 
most  probably  would  be  notpr  that 
people  have  been  brought  face  to  face 
with  the  conaequence  of  lack  of  such 
co-operation  The  railway  company 
knows  its  own  business  best,  but  in 
the'  interttts  of  the  IttcallCjr  and  its 
resiHrnis  we  would,  ssk  it  to  give  the 
interurban  a  trial  o(  an  additional  six 
^months,  and  we  express  the  hope  that 

this  SUgRestinn  will  receive  the  sup 
port  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce 
aad  other  organisations  interested  in 
tha  progress  of  the  community; 

NATIONia  SOVlftBIONtY 

The  course  of  the  League  of  Na 
iloaS*  bark  was  bound  to  provide 
shoals  and  rocks  even  in  its  moral  ef- 
forts to  provide  safeguards  for  inter- 
national peace.  Britain,  for  one 
nation,  Ims  iTiaintained  her  sover- 
eignty, or,  in  other  words,  her  right 
of  interpretation  where  sea  law  is 

concerned.  Rritain  nii>{ht  well  have 
been  expected  to  take  this  attitude. 
She  is  the  greatest  of  maritime  na- 
tions and  the  nation  which  still  has 
the  dominatir.g  position  in  sea  powtr. 
Her  Empire  is  world-wide  and 
methods  (or  its  defence  cannot  be 
aabmitted  to  the  arbitrary  decision 
of  any  league  of  nations.  It  is  true 
tiMt  technically  the  aiathority  of^  the 
Onrva  rourt  may  be  weakened  by 
the  attiturlc  taken  by  Britain,  but  the 
justice  of  that  attitude  has  been 
reeofni/cd  by  arquie^rcnce  in  the 
reservations  affecting  the  coippulsory 
arbitration  ela«s«. 

What  has  h.tpprned  in<!irates  that 
there  must  be  a  fertain  amount  of 
elittidty  in  the  functioning  of  the 
League  of  Nations.  The  danger  of 
that  body  lies  in  its  decisions  in- 
Yolving  too  great  an  infrlngenMnt  of 
national  sovereignty  It  is  exactly 
because  of  the  dangpr  of  such  in- 
fringement that  the  United  States  has 
refu.<.rH  to  become  a  meintirr  of  the 
rourt.  and  it  is  within  the  bounds  of 
possibility  that  the  course  of.  history 
will  prove  ilie  wisdom  t»f  her  atli 
tudc.  The  League  of  N'atioi\s  has  a 
substantial  moral  authority.  It  is 
when  it  supplements  this  by  a  physi- 
cal authority  that  troubles  will  ensue. 
It  may  be  said  that  until  it  has  auch 
physical  aatberfty  many  of  its  deci-

UNBMPLOVlMCNT 

Mr.  Robb,  the  Acting  Federal  Min- 
ister of  Finance,  attributes  unem- 
ployinciit  tu  people  crowding  into 
the  cities  while  farmers  actually  lack 
laborers.  The  theory  is  worthless 
unless  there  is  a  remedy,  and  Mr. 
Robb  aud  the  Government  to  which 
he  belongs  have  none  The  distnbii 
tion  of  our  citizenship  as  between 
rural  and  urbin.  centres  ought  to  be 
a  matter  of  concern  to  any  Covrm- 
mertt,  yet  we  hear  little  or  nothing 
on  the  subject  save  platitudes.  Pre- 
mier Oliver  of  thia  Province  has  al- 
luded before  now  to  the  attraction 
of  the  "white  lights"  of'  populated 
centres,  yet  he  has  so  far  failed  to 
evolve  any  settlement  policy  wlii<  li 
will  redress  the  balance.  If  ther* 
was  a  proper  distribution  of  our  in 
habitants  there  should  be  no  unem 
ploymcnt  problem  in  a  country  uf 
such  rich  resources,  btn  the  trouble 

seems  to  be  that  the  pioneering  stock 
no  lunger  exists  and,  thcrctore,  it 
there  is  to  be  a  remedy  for  present 

condition?,  the  (^.overnment  must 
find  ways  and  means  fur  making  the 
agricultural  industry  more  attractive. 

Mr.  Kcibb  framed  his  last  budget 
particularly  for  the  farmers  and  the 
dwellers  in  rural  districts,  but.it  does 
not  seem  to  have  functioned  as  he 
expected,  or  else  he  would  not  now 
have  to  complain  that  people  arc 
flocking  to  the  cities  and  creating 
an  unemployment  problem.

The  engineers  had  exhausted  the  beet- 
kasn  matbods  of  ship  sahradnc  be- 
fore oalnf  the  aviAem  d  nnderellnc- 
ing  heavy  eabiae  and  mteln«  the  ehlp 
by  means  of  the  floating  deck.  Thia 
latter  method  was  used  about  six 
waaka  ago.  when  the  v  essel  wa.4  raised 
eleven  feet  before  the  iron  chains 
which  were  then  used  broke,  thus 
allowing  the  prise  to  settle  once  again 
to  the  bottom.  Wire  cables  were  then 
substituted,  which  supported  the 
enormoua  weight  lont  enough  to  per- 
mit Mio  deck  to  ba  placed  under  the 
ship. 

The  dork  wb-  then  to^fd  near  the 
shore,  where  workmen  will  start  cut- 
ting through  the  heavy  hteel  hull  and 
dismantle  the  fittings.  At  present  the 
engineers  are  unable  to  estimate  the 
ship's  value,  but  .  after  they  had 
pierced  tha /•heavy  saawaad  coating 
thay  fonnd  the  meui  to  he  In  a  better 
sute  than  was  expected.  They  claim 
that  the  salvage  work,  though  costly, 
will  show  a  good  profit,  but  It  will  rtot 
make  a  very  larg."*  contribution  to 
aiding  the  reparations  payments.

Miit  although  I  hai|  no  trouble  with 
my  Indian  crew,  tharo  waa  a  negro 
cook  who  hired  with  mo  aa  a  hunter, 
whom  I  would  have  had  to  puntah 
drastically  if  he  hadn't  got  away,  be- 
cause hfc  meant  to  murder  me.  He 
was  a  surly  fellow,  bl^  and  black, 
with  .1  bossy  wort  of  way  with  htm. 
but  (julck  and  clover  My  cook  w.is 
very  much  afraid  of  him,  and  the 
nigger  didn't  like  the  food  he  got. 
He  insiated  on  eztraa  when  I  waan't 
around,  aad  tha  eoek  teroat  rafuae. 
Ono  Ana  morning  off  Kedtafc  Xalantf 
X  aamo  oat  of  aay  -  oaMa  a»4  oaw 
four  eggs  ready'  to  bo  boiled.  The 
cook  explained  that  they  were  for 
the  nigger.  I  put  tbem  back.  We 
wore  short  of  eggs,  and  I  left  orders 
the  nlRger  was  to  get  the  Name  food 
as  the  rest  of  us  or  go  without. 
Well,  the  nlgRer  camo  In  to  his 
breakfaat  and  when  he  heard  what 
I  had  done  ha  ran  into  the  cupboard, 
got  tho  onr  can  and  bocan  throwing 
tha  egga  overboard.  I  heard  him 
and  I  loot  no  time.  There  was  only 
an  Inch  board  between  my  cabin  and 
the  galley.  Ho  I  Jumped  on  the 
nlKRcr,  and  before  I  was  through 
with  him  lie  was  whiter  than  I  am.

If  I  hfd  got  the  nigger 
back  he  would  have  tried  to  kill  the 
oook  and  ma,  too;  m»*  aa  it  was.  he 
aid  not  take  hla  akina  with  him.  fifty 
oC  them.  Bo  wa  wore  that  much  to 
the  good,  although  we  ware  abort-' 
handed. 

We  met  the  Mimhlef  In  Northeast 
Harbor  ari<i  went  back  our  skins  by 
her.  and  although  the  Indians  had 
now  found  out  about  the  Increase  In 
pay,  I  did  not  mind  giving  it  to  them 
from  then  on.  We  had  dono  so  mvcll 
better  than  I  had  hoped. 

All  this  time  we  had  not  aeen  the 
yankee  rutter  Hut  I  had  to  go  Into 
the  American  utores  at  Bandy  Point 
for  supplies,  and  (the  saw  mo  ;in.l 
followed  me.  The  Indians  were 
frlRhtened  half  to  .death.  They  all 
took  to  their  bunka  and  covered  up 
their  facea  and  didn't  dare  to  move. 
It  waa  my  old  enemy  The  Ruah. 
A  Pine  Cargo 

Ilut  1  had  changed  my  «hip'.^  name 
to  The  Finland,  and  I  ha<l  new  papers. 
Bealdea,  I  had  aant  home  all  my  skins. 
Tharo  waa  no  excuse  for  making  a 
aetsuro.  They  aailed  away,  and  when 
thay  waro  aafely  gone  I  came  out  and 
wa  atMtad  aaaltng  again.  I  grot  nearly 
2,000  more  akIna,  mil  my  boat  oould 
carr>-.  I  could  have  had  aa  many 
tncrp.  but  I  was  short  of  salt,  too. 
In  fart.  250  skins  rotted  for  lack  of 

salt 

Whon   we  were   In   I'niark   Pass  I 
met  the  fn  honner   i:  Marvin,  Cap 

tain  McKeal.  Me  had  plenty  of  salt, 
and  I  tried  to  bargain  with  him  for 
■ome.  But  he  was  sore  over  my  big 
catch  and  we  had  a  long  row  about 
it,  untu  tha  waathar  bogaa  to  look 
omlnoua. 

"Captain."  says  T.  "the  storm  will 
be  on  us  if  you  don't  hurry  up  and 
liHnd  <)\er."  for  the  wind  was  blow- 
ing iind  the  sea  mounting.  Finally  I 
bouRht  a  ton  of  aalt,  and  four  hags 
were  put  in  my  okra  boat  and  aix  ^n 
a  boat  from  MoKaal. 

Tha  wind  fraahanod.  Pretty  eoon  it 
waa  blowing  a  hundred  miles  an 
hour.  The  waves  were  too  murh  for 
my  small  boHl  She  was  swamped  and 
tho  men  washed  overboard.  By  the 
time  I  had  picked  the  men  up  in  the 
other  boat  and  got  back  to  our 
schooner  It  waa  getting  dark,  and  we 
could  not  make  her.  We  drifted  past. 
Wa  thought  our  laaC  mlnuta  had 
eome.  Tha  water  was  waahlng  Into 
tha  boat  and  thoro  waa  nothing  for 
ua  to  do  but  lie  In  the  bottom.  I 
neiror  was  in  a  email  boat  In  a  worae 
atorm  than  that.  Captain  Magnereon 
was  a  Kood  seaman.  He  took  the  sails 
down  and  the  sohonner  drifted  side- 
ways All  In  tho  liark  (he  Indians 
Kot  out  lines  that  wore  kept  up  with 
bladders.  They  drifted  dow  n  f'-r  half 
a  mile,  and  we  were  able  to  lay  hold 
of  thorn.  Then  we  drew  alongsldo  tho 
achooaor.  But  sbo  roltod  so  heary 
that  tho  top  of  tho  vafls  woat  andor 
tho  wator,  aaid  tho  eatrlnor  struck 
mo  a  torrlfls  Msw  and  broko'iar  jaw.

centa.  Howaon'a  narrative  has  been 
followed  cloaaly  for  the  «ake  of 
aoctiraey. 

Many  yaara  ago  a  amali  American 
brtf,  eommaaded  l^y  Captain  Bmych- 
toB,  waa  bound  for  Jamaica  and  had 
reached  tha  nelghboiliodd  of  Cuba 
when  It  had  the  miafortuna  to  fall 
In  with  a  pirate  echooner. 

An  the  brlgii  crew  dirt  not  exceed 
•even  IndlvldualB  all  told,  realstance 
waa,  of  couree,  quite  uneleaa.  Kor 
tha  pirate  veaael  had  forty  or  fifty 
tu&tt  aaBToee — aboard,  who  were 
wall  armad  with  cutlaaaaa  and  pUtola. 
whilat  a  awtvalfUB  mada  tba  aitua- 
Hon  all  tha  mora  dlarmlaff.  Immo- 
•1  lately  tha  brig  waa  bearddd  by  the 
Mark*,  who  aet  about  tr^naCarrlBC 
:he  moBt  valuable  purl  of  tha  oarso 
to  their  own  \  esjif  1 

Captain  Bmyohton  cnndvirted  hlm- 
wlf  wUh  splendid  coolnesK.  Looking 
■aarchlBfly  into  the  face  of  the 
plrata  laadar,  he  received  a  great 
•Offprlaa.  Tba  awarthy  naUva  waa 
no  oChar  thaa  hia  own  ono-tlme 
Bhtp  atowardt  Tha  nagro  did  not 
haalUte  to  acknowladsa  tha  fhat,  and 
wita  really  pleaaed  to  aoa  hla  Old 
fommanrter  once  again.  And  to 
iTove  hl8  good  fo'  iinz.  he  at  once  or- 
dered hla  crew  to  ceaae  from  plunder- 
ing and  to  return  4ttl«lly  and  qvlckly 
to  their  own  ship. 

But  the  rapacious  crew  did  not 
Ilka  tha  Maa  at  all.  Thay  could  not 
•ndtira  to  lat  vatiiabla  apoll  hUp 
thl^onfh  tholr  flncars  1b  that  fachlon. 
They  declared  that  Meh  »  proaaadinc 
wiin  ouit'  contrary  to  tha  agraaraant 
they  hart  made  with  their  ehlaf  whan 
they  entered  lit"  xervlce.  However, 
the  black  leader  Insisted.  ,  Ha  was 
firm  and  BOthlag  oatild  altar  his 
deoraa. 

Bd^  wildly  BBgry.  the  crew  mutinied 
■nd'  attaakad  the  American  ship  In 
fnlt  faraa.  So  many  were  there  of 
the  nafroea  that  thay  quickly  over- 
<  (\me  lha  craw  of  tha  brig,  binding 
■  ■nil  disarming  them  in  laoord  tima. 
Hut  rapid  though  their  eoaquaat  waa. 

II  wan  not  achieved  before  Captain 
Sm>rhton  and  hla  .pirata  frlan^  had 
Hrriously  wafftdad*  two    of  tha  at- 
iickers. 

Naturally  the  two  comnm M.l«r« 
CapUln  Bmychton  and  the  i.irate 
ctalaf^now  aspaetad  thay  would  be 
put  to  daath.  Tha  auapanaa  waa  ter- 
rible. Thay  wa^^  powartaaa  to  make 
further  resistance.  But  praaantly. 
nfter  some  conversation  and  much 
irgulng  'iinong  themealvaa,  the 
nrgrocn.  letting  ilown  the  brig's  Jolly- 
t.r.at,  ordered  that  the  two  anxious 
man  ahould  embark  without  delay, 
and  row  away  out  of  sight  iis  n\ii.  kly 
aa  thay  could.  There  was  nothing 
alaa  fbr  It  hut  to  obey,  so  captain 
Bmycbtoa  and  hla  companion  Imme- 
diately got  Into  tha  l>dat  and  worked 
at  the  oars  with  a  will.  On  looking 
hack,  they  saw  covering  them 
point  blank  the  mutales  of  three 
muskets!  That  wa.i  surely  enough 
to  tell  theni  what  kind  of  reception 
would  be  theirs  If  they  r.ffered  to  re 
turn  to  the  brig  or  to  the  hooner. 
Bo  tl^ay  rowad  harder  than  ever. 

Tliaaa  tyftlPB  udventuraa  oc- 
cured  about  Boon.  Whaa  tha  two 
fugitives  had  rowad  for 
or  four  miles  from  tha  Taaaala,  thay 
fcuw  both  schooner  and  brig  gat  uadar 
way  and  put  slowly  to  iiea.  And  that 
was  the  lafit  they  ever  saw  of  them 
and  of  their  occupants. 

Whea  the  vessels  were  lost  to  view 
la  tha  grey  haalneaa,  tha  two  men 
aboftrd  tha  jolty-boat  bagan  to  con- 
varaa.  Up  to  that  momant  they  had 
not  exchaagad  a  alngla  word.  Cap- 
tain Bmychton  fait  daoMadly  til  at 
ease  He  redectad  that,  all  unwit- 
tingly, he  had  bean  tha  oauaa  of  hla 
companlon'ii  mUfortune.  Naturally 
he  feared  lest  the  pirate  ohiara 
kindliness  of  di»p<"'ltion  should 
change  Into  enmity  and  resentf ulnoas. 
But  hla  mlaglvlngs  were  Ill-founded. 

Bald  tha  white,  man:  "I  fear  that 
you  owa  your  praaant  unhappy  irtata 
to  ma.  I  ragrat  that  I  ahauld  have 
thus  brought  miafortuna  upon  you. 

•Nay!"  rapltad  tha  plrata.  "1  am 
glad  to  be  rid  of  those  fatlowa.  Thay 
lire  no  good    a   wild  and  dangeroua 
lot.     They  were  never  to  be  trusted. 
I  have  known   for    i   lona  time  that 
•Ooner  or  later  I  should  he  forced  to 
with    them      They    would  kill 
ma  If  thay  thought  they  rould  get 
praflt  by  doing  ao.

Tha  aBP«Bl»  lookad  raUavad.

Than  tha  aaUra  oompaay  aat  In  a 
elroto  and  partook  of  a  haarty  maal. 
Tha  black  pdopla  waro  ostromaly 
oourtaoua  to  thalr  guaat.  but  they 
displayed  neither  timidity  nor  ahy- 
nese.  Bmychton  reflected  that,  if 
they  had  ever  known  slavery,  they 
hrfrt  rid  themaalvea  very  thoroughly 
of  Ha  dahaalag  oOBata. 

Whon  tha  maal  waa  ovar,  tha  ohlaf. 
ahowad  tha  oaptaln  Whara  ha  waa  to 
sleep,  and  thaa  laft  htm  alooa.  Bo 
weary  was  ha  with  tha  atraln  of  re- 
cent even's  that  he  fell  aalaep  almost 
nt  once.  However,  before  dawn  he 
WHS  awakf-ned.  Looking  up,  he  found 
his  pirate  friend  standing  beside  him. 

'"Come  with  me,"  said  the  negro, 
"and  I  will  ahow  you  tba  baat  way  to 
civilization.  Ha  took  hla  gudot  down 
to  tha  baooh.  t 

On  the  beach  another  negro  was 
standing,  in  charge  of  a  couple  7)f 
mulea,  whic  h  were  saddled.  Said  the 
pirate  chief  •  This  man  will  see  you 
safely  through  the  forest  to  a  small 
town,  some  twenty  miles  away,  from 
which  point  you  will  ba  able  to  take 
whatavar  routa  aaama  baat  to  you. 
T'nss  him  off  aa  your  ■orraat  ahould 
>ou  happan  to  moat  with  UBfrldadly 
or  suspicious  people." 

Bmychton  thanked  him  heartily, 
but  the  pirate  merely  shook  his  head, 
ramarking:  "I  am  only  too  glad  that 
I  hava  bean  abla  to  help  you  In  any 
way.  Tha  memory  of  paat  klnd- 
neaaaa  ramalna  with  ma  atrongly. 
and  ao  will  It  OTar  raawla."  Than 
he  thruat  Into  ^tha  whita  man'a  hand 
a  bag.  "I  knoW  that  you  have  Ipat 
all."  he  said.  "So  pray  take  thla  to 
hejp  you." 

"No;'  i  cannot  "■  protested  the 
captain.  But  there  wan  no  pirate 
chief  to  be  seen.  With  almost  In- 
credible agility,  he  had  dashed 
acrpia  thf^  baaeh  and  had  dlaap- 
t>aarad  from  t  alght   ia    tha  gloomy 

forest. 

The  bkg  contained  a  con.slderable 
n'imt>er  of  dollars. 

After  a  dlfllcult  Joumay.  Captain 
Hmychton  and  hla  gulda  raaohad 
thair  dtotlaatlpB.  Tba  whlta*  man 
olTerad  hia  atttndant  moaay.  but  the 
man  declined  It  with  drmnam,  and 
disappeared  aaarly^  aa  auddanly  as  his

A  Great  MagtMer 


It  Is  two  thousand  years  or  more 
since  it  wak  discovered  that  objects 
too  smell  to  be  seen  with  tha 
naked  eye  would  look  large  If  ex- 
amined through  a  lens  In  1590  the 
flrst  microscope  was  conatructed  by 
a  Dutchman  named  Jaaaen.  Even 
than  the  inatrument  waa  very  Imper- 
fect, aad  waa  looked  upoa  aa  a  eur- 
lous  toy.  The  miereaoepe  waa  greatly 
Improved  tn  tha  laat  eaattpry,  aad  men 
learned  to  depend  upon  It  Juat  aS  the 
telescope  Is  used  to  bring  distant  ob- 
jects nearer  to  the  eye. 

The  worderf"  of  the  world  that  are 
out  of  sight  of  most  of  us  have  been 
still  more  plainly  revealed  by  a  micro- 
scope recently  Invented.  It  is  so 
llewerful  that  a  pin's  head  would  ap- 
pear to  measure  forty  yards  across. 
It  la  hoped  that  thla  woadertul  Inatru- 
moat  will  enable  aeleatlata  to  atudy 
thoaa  mlBUte  orgaalama  eallad  bac- 
teria which  hava  ao  great  aa  Influenoe 
both  for  good  and  ill  oa  tha  Uvea  of 
planta  and  animala.

The  Timber  Wolf 


YDU  have  all  read  the  atory  of 
LJltle  Red  Riding  Hood,  and 
moat  of  you,  looking  at  the  wolves  In 
the  museum,  are  \erv  glad  the  flerce 
looking  brutes  sre    not  alive. 

Perhaps  you  will  be  surprlaed  to 
hear  that  even  the  blggaat  and  dero- 
eet  of  welvae  aeldom.  If  ev^.  watiu 
to  make  a  meel  of  man  or  hia  ehUd- 
ren. 

Writing  in  The  Vlonlreni  8tsr.  Mr. 
William  MacMlllan  tells  us  tha», 
though  clever  and  crafty,  the  grey 
wolf  ia  decidedly  not  a  man-eater 
vnu  remember  Mowgli  and  tlia  older 
story  of  Romulua  and  Remtia. 

This  writer  telU  ua  aome  interaating 
things  about  the  wolf.    He  aaya: 

I.Ike  the  hla.  k  bear,  the  grey  wolf 
Is  heard  about  much  more  often  than 
ha  la  actually  seen.  And  many  a  a 
iaolated  aettler  haa  apeat  tbe  long 
winter  montha  in  a  thrtUlng  battle  of 
wits  agalnat  hunting  wolf  on  which 
)\*,  probably  never  onee  eat  ayea. 

ll  is  an  extraordinary  fact  that 
wolves  are  not  big  trm^ellera,  but 
usually  spend  their  entire  lives  In  one 
locality,  co\  ering  some  twenty  to  thii 
ty  miles  In  length  by  about  ten  miles 
In  depth.  They  run  more  often  In 
pairs  than  in  packs,  and  the  clever 
way  in  which  thay  will  temporarily 
combine  foreea  in  order  to  ancompaaa 
the  downfall  of  aoma  hapleaa  duarry. 
la  a  leeaon  In  advanced  atrategy. 

(In  the  other  hand  it  muat  not  be 
Imagined  that  grey  wolves  spend 
their  lives  hunting  down  big  game 
like  deer  or  caribou  Their  hjbll;^ 
sre  surprisingly  regular.  and  the, 
may  go  for  weeks  on  end  with  no 
more  important  kill  than  a  limited 
number  o(  mice,  rata  and  harea. 

A  wolf  la  aatenlahingly  quick  to 
leern.  If  thla  ware  not  ao  thera  woald- 
n  t  be  many  of  thom  left  today.  And 
there  are  many  oM^time  wolferu  who 
win  gravely  assert  that  the  aslating 
wolf  Is  fi  hundred  times  more  wary 
and  dlfTlcult  to  cftieh  than  were  his 
progenitors  of  a  decade  back  Ac 
captlng  this  OS  a  proven  fart,  one  is 
foreed  to  tf4a«ronrluslon  that,  apart 
from  hereditary  knowledge,  wolves 
do  actually  reaaon.

Though  we  have  recently  faad 
numerou.^  I. ties  ,>f  travellers  and  trat>- 
perg  being  overt.iken  and  devoured 
tiy  wolves,  they  are  really  hard  to  be- 
lieve. And  until  actual  proof  has 
been  produced  of  each  speclflr  inci- 
dent, thaae  fairy  Ulea  muat  be  claaaed 
with  that  immortal  oao  ot  Utile  Rod 
RIdlag  Hood.

The  bual- 
neea  millennium  not  beiaa  yet  at 
hand,  k  la  probably  almoat  toe  much 
be  expected  Juat  yet  that  the  aelu- 
tlon  of  the  pKohlem  can  be  had  by 
an  agreement  among  dealer*  that 
win  l)e  effective.  It  would  neem.  h^w 
ever,  tha*  Some  euch  general  co  op- 
fiatioii  will  iiave  to  come  some  day. 
l  or  the  present,  however,  motor  car 
manufacturera  are  a-odly  in  need  of 
help  olther  from  their  factories  or 
from  aome  aort  of  a  hureau  in  the 
way  ofaugVMtlona  aa  to  fundamental 
polidea.  and  aa  f)u>  aa  poaMble  actual 

selling  methods  to  be  followed. 

It  is  much  to  t>e  regretted  that  no 
rellnbU'  italiHticM  of  nscil  car  sales 
are  avuilal>le,  such  as  are  regularly 
ayatematlcally  compiled  In  the  new 
car  fteid.  It  would  seem  entirely 
practlceable  for  locnl  motor  car  trnale 
aLaoolMlona  to  get  thto  information 
eaeh  month  confidentially  from  their 
membere.  Were  theee  reporta  of 
dealora  ooikAaed  to  the  number  of 
aalea  of  eaoh  make  without  any 
etatementa  of  prices  reallced,  it 
would  not  Hppear  to  bo  n  difficult 
taj<k  to  Induce  them  to  furnish  this 
Information,  which  In  the  form  of 
totals  woi'ld  be  of  great  value  to  new 
o«i  dealers  and  their  exchange  de- 
partment in  making  their  bualneaa 
calcuUtloaa  through  a  atudy  of  the 
volume  and  tread  of  ueed  oar  aalee.

Tha  eoadUima  found  oa  tha  Bast 
Bsanleh  reserve  so  far  as  inhabitants 
are  eonearned  wers  all  that  one  could 
naturally  expect  to  find  on  an  Indi.\n 
reserve:  In  fact  they  were  a  good  deal 
belter  >toat  of  the  Indiana  live  In 
good  clean  houses  and  the  fact  that 
outside  practically  all  of  them  (here 
were  large  washtnga  out  on  the  llnea, 
would  go  to  indicate  that  in  the  mat- 
tar  of  pprsoaal  olaanllnaas  thars  was 
apthlac  to  aamplaiB  about.  The 
praaslaaa,  too,  wara  caaatally  In  a 
elaan  and  haatthy  condition.  There 
ara  a  few  of  tha  oMar  Baanich  In- 
dians who  still  prefer  to  live  In  their 
old,  largo  potlatch  hou^ea.  which.  n< 
a  matter  of  fact,  owing  to  greal-r 
\pntllatlon.  are  niucti  mope  healthy 
than  the  enialler  nnidern  houaea.  In 
theae  large  hoimea  the  Indians  gener- 
ally keap  all  their  fishing  paraphar- 
naiia.  warklBff  toola,  ate,  an4  often 
such  places  might  ba  found  la  a 
somewhat  untidy  oondltlon.  There  Is 
to  be  noticed  In  all  Indian  housas, 
both  large  and  small,  an  odor  which, 
to  the  average  white  pereon  Ih  nnme^ 
what  obnoxious,  hut  ihla  odor  or  un- 
tldlneaa  carnot  l)»>  termed  a  mcna.'" 
to  health  any  more  than  the  odor 
which  one  meets  In  entering  any  of 
the  Oriental  atorea  In  Chinatown.

When  one  remembera  that  it  is  now 
seventy-tUe  \ear«  wince  tlio  Hudson's 
Bay  Coiiipany'a  charter  w.ix  revf)ked 
and  MritlMh  Columbia  anil  Wincmver 
Ifsl  ind  t)ecame  Mr-lf  gos  <Tiilng  col- 
'  ;  les,  or  In  ISTI  a  I'rovlnce  .if  Can- 
ada. It  will  be  realised  that  tha  In- 
<laa«  have  only  abovt  aeventy-flve 
yeara  of  dvlllaatlon  between  them 
and  the  savage  stau  j|iey  wara  In  in 
the  olden  daya  and  therefore  It  la  too 
much  to  hope  for  that  at  this  age  and 
date  the\  ,ire  in  a  aufflclently  ad-

The  low  death  rate  in  QUCbec  la  no 
doubt  due  to  the  fact  that  the  Indians 
Of  that  Province,  having  many  tnore 
years  of  elvlUaatlen  behind  them  than 
Is  thi  eaae  la  the  oCher  Provlncee.  and 
several  generations  Of  education,  they 
h.ivH  possibly  learned  to  take  bettar 
care  of  themselves  and  so  warded  off 
their  su>.ceiitlbll!ty  to  the  \rhlte  plague. 
It  may  also  b*  tli.u  ih'\  h:ive 
evolufed  to  such  an  extent  that  they 
are  now  constifutionally  alrong 
enough  to  be  Immune  from  fferms  of 
tuberculosln. 

Dr.  Manning  is  of  the  opinion  that 
the  Dominion  Government  should 
forcibly  take  all  t«beffo«lar  Indians 
and  place  thaai  In  hoeplUla.  eegni- 
gatlng  those  in  the  advanced  stages 
from  those  In  the  incipient  stagee 
of  the  disease.  While  this  sounds 
simple.  It  must  he  remembered  that 
there  la  no  law  In  the  liomlnlon  of 
Canada  dealing  with  the  compulsory 
detention  of  those  afiin  ted  with  tu- 
bereuloala  among  the  white  popula 
tion  and  therefore  it  could  hardly  be 
expected  that  oife  would  be  put  on 
the  statute  hooka  which  would  apply 
to  Indiana  along.  It  Is  avlt*  ovldeat, 
too.  that  the  Doctor  had  not  taker 
Into  consideration  fcr  a  moment  whi' 
the  cost  to  the  taxpayers  of  the  Prov 
Ince  would  he  if  such  III  under- 
taking were  put  Into  operation. 

I  may  ><a\  t  but  it  1h  w  '  il  known 
by  the  I>epnrtment  that  a  large  per- 
centage of  the  Indian  population  "f 
Canada  are  affected  more  or  leaa  with 
tubercular  t'reublee,  and  some  phyal- 
eiana  haea  gone  eo  far  aa  to  aay  that 
at  least  S0%  of  them  are  so  affected, 
hut  for  the  eake.  of  argument  we  will 
say  that  there  are  35%.    As  British 

Columbia  haa  an  Indian  popukltlSfl 
of  approximately  ?K,7oo  It  would  mean 
that  «.62r>  Indiana  wouhl  h.ive  to  be 
placed  in  some  sort  of  aanltarluma. 
To  Institute  auch  hn.spltala  thrnugbout 
the  Province  would  cost  not  less  th.jn 
tl, 000,00*,  after  which  would  be 
the  maintenance  of  ^tfce  Indian 
patienu.  which  at  the  eatreiely  low 
figure  of  two  dollars  per  4ay,  wiuld 
amount  to  fit, ISO  per  day.  or  f4,S4«,- 
000  per  annum.  These  figures  are  so 
staggering  that  It  la  hardly  necessary 
for  me  tO  say  that  such  a  suggest'oti 
•TH  f.iit  forwaril  by  the  Doctor  ♦hrouch 
the  correspondent  of  The  i  ■.iloni-t  la 
Impossible  of  putting  Into  operation. 
This  does  not  take  into  con-lderatif.n 
the  estra  burden  which  would  be  put 
oa  the  Dominion  ooremment  for 
malatalniac  the  members  of  Indian
